Legislation lo 


Allow Sale Of 


Silver Dollars 


WASHINGTON 'A P ' — Som e 
day you m ay be able to jingle in 
your 
pocket 
again 
a 
freshly 
minted “ cartw heel” dollar, but 
it probably won t be m ade of 
silver. 
And if you prefer the chink of 
silver, you m ay be able to get a 
real one. But it will cost you 
m ore than SI. 
Silver 
dollars 
haven’t 
been 
m inted since 1935 and because 
they’re worth m ore than SI as 
collector’s item s the T reasury 
hasn ’t put any into circulation 
since 1964. 
The House Banking Commit­ 
tee has received from outgoing 
Treasury officials proposed leg­ 
islation to allow the sale of the 
three million old silver dollars 
—m ost of them valuable Carson 
City cartw heels m inted in the 
1880s—stored in a sealed base­ 
m ent vault here. Their value to 
collectors has been estim ated at 
roughly $75 m illion, a windfall 
the governm ent doubtless could 
find a way to sfiend. 
The legislation 
would 
carry 
out the recom m endations of the 
Joint Com m ission on the Coin­ 
age. and the com m ittee is ex­ 
pected to take it up within the 
next few’ w eeks. 
Recom m endations include: 
—Authorize the minting once 
again of m etallic dollars. They 
would be of copper-nickel com ­ 
position. like the present quar­ 
ters and dim es. 
—Provide for sale to the pub­ 
lic of the three million old sil­ 
ver dollars 
still held 
by 
the 
Treasury. All of these have a 
prem ium value, both because of 
the 
increased 
value of silver 
and because they are collectors’ 
item . 
—Phase out production of the 
last rem aining new U.S. 
coin 
containing silver. This is the 40- 
per cent silver half-dollar, and 
would be replaced by a copper- 
nickel coin.

veloped areas within the 65,568- 
acre lakeshore area stretching 
along

At a meeting of the Pictured 
Rocks National Lakeshore Ad­ 
visory Commission in Marquette 
this week, 
Hugh 
P. Beanie, 
lakeshore superintendent, said 
projections 
for the 
lakeshore 
area include 1.270 campsites, 
725 
picnic 
sites, 
“protected” 
swimming (with safety person­ 
nel or equipment) 
for 
2,000 
people in three areas, boating 
facilities to accommodate 760 
people, about IOO miles of hik­ 


ing trails and about 50 miles of 
roadway. Most of the roadway 
will be in the 35-mile lakeshore 
drive. Other roads will lead to 
campgrounds 
or 
will 
be in 
motor nature trails. 
Developed Area 
John (Pat) Farrell, Marquette, 
chairman of the advisory com­ 
mission, presided at the meeting 
at which Beattie listed these as 
the six developed areas being 
planned for the “park”: South 
Bay area. Miners Basin, Chapel 
Lake, Beaver Basin, Au Sable 
Point and Grand Sable Lake. 


The South Bay area would 
be the most heavily developed. 
Located only a few miles north­ 
east of Munising, it will include 
the headquarters area and Sand 
Point. The headquarters area 
! will contain a visitor center and 
'office space, fee collection fa­ 
cilities, employe housing, main­ 
tenance area and a parking lot. 
The Sand Point area will en­ 
compass a picnic area, bathing

Ecological Areas 
The boat ramp will be the 
only launching site on Lake Su­ 
perior within the park area and 
will be developed primarily for 
boat trips for viewing the Pic­ 
tured Rocks themselves.

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Nixon Aide Sears

With a bid from the celebrat­ 
ed Thomas E. Dewey law' finn 
in his pocket, he called on the 
Nixon people.

himself interviewed the young 
applicant. They had met once 
before, at the

Nixon seemed amused at Sears’ 
disc jockey sideline at school. 
He asked him what he thought 
of his political speeches over the 
years. Sears gave highest praise 
to Nixon's 1960 nomination ac­ 
ceptance at Chicago. 
Sears, drawn partly by the 
prospect of heavy trial work in 
a fast-growing finn, took the job 
with Nixon's group. After a fast 
start, he found himself receiving 
occasional little notes from Nix­ 
on. soliciting ideas and sug­ 
gestions. 
By early 1966. having decided 
to make a major effort to elect 
Republican candidates for Con­ 
gress in the fall, Nixon began 
acquiring a small staff. Tile first 
was a St. Louis newsman. Pat­ 
rick Buchanan, now named as a 
White House speech writer.

Sears' speed course in national

It was at this critical turn in 
his life that the crucial lessons 
of his early years came into 
vital play. No one could have 
become a political expert more 
I quickly than he. Politics is un­ 
derstanding people and their mo­ 
tivations and that is Sears' su­ 
prem e talent. 
The process really began for 
him when he was a lad from 5 
to IO. His maternal grandmoth­ 
er. living with the family on his 
father's dairy farm atop a hill 
outside Syracuse, counseled the 
boy in patience, in listening hard 
to other people, in acquiring sen­ 
sitivity to the human things he 
heard.
